ROUND  AND  ABOUT  THE  SCHOOL 

At  time  of  writing,  School  has  been  in  for  a  week.  The  grounds 
and  the  buildings  where  the  School  lives,  moves  and  has  its  being,  are 
as  lovely  as  ever  —  lovelier  perhaps  as  each  year  adds  its  mellowing  in- 
fluence. A  brief  but  destructive  storm  not  long  ago  shattered  two  trees 
on  the  Front  Quad  —  one  was  saved  and  the  other  had  to  be  removed 
As  any  living  organism  must,  the  School  has  had  its  losses  and  its  renewals 
in  the  fabric  of  its  personnel.  The  new  Headmaster,  Mr.  Coulter,  has  taken 
a  firm  grip  on  the  reins  and  has  made  his  presence  felt  and  greatly  ap- 
preciated throughout  the  entire  School.  Beloved  "Tuddy"  died  shortly  after 
your  June  Andrean  reported  him  as  being  in  better-than-ever  spirits. 
Typical  of  his  whole  life  for  the  School  was  the  close  contact  he  kept  with 
Old  Boys.  News  gleaned  from  letters  he  received  and  from  various  pub- 
lications, he  sent  on  to  us  —  and  much  of  the  Andrean  news  originated 
with  him.  There  is  no  measure  which  can  encompass  Tuddy 's  influence 
on  the  School  as  a  whole  and  on  several  hundreds  of  you  Old  Andreans. 
Mrs.  Tudball  who  is  still  living  in  Aurora  (8  Ransom  Street),  and  who 
quietly  and  effectively  aided  and  abetted  Tuddy  in  his  dedicated  life,  will 
be  remembered  affectionately  by  those  of  you  who  lived  in  Mac  House 
and  Flavelle  House  during  their  residence  there.  Harry  Davis  has  retired 
after  a  very  long  period  of  unassuming  service  to  the  School,  leavin;:  his 
indelible  mark  wherever  he  set  his  hand.  The  hedges,  perennial  beds,  the 
Playing  Fields  (especially  the  Cricket  Pitch)  -  a  good  part  of  the  beauty 
that  is  so  evident  about  the  School  Grounds  will  be  a  permanent  reminder 
of  Harry.  Before  the  end  of  term  the  boys  presented  him  with  a  School 
Blazer  and  a  painting  of  the  playing  fields  with  cricket  in  progress.  (Later 
on  Harry  asked  the  artist,  Ken  Ives,  if  he'd  be  good  enough  to  exchange 
it  as  he  had  really  seen  enough  of  the  cricket  pitch!)  "Ma"  Davis  made  her 
impression  through  the  "innards"  —  in  the  Tuck  Shop  —  but  her  kindly 
patience  and  motherly  interest  which  went  along  with  it  will  conjure  up 
memories  in  the  minds  of  hundreds  of  you.  Bob  Laidlaw  is  well  and  doing 
yeoman   service  —   in    the    Library,    by    conducting   sp<  iding    tutorials 

as  part  of  courses  in  English  and  by  doing  many  other  things  —  not  the 
least   valu   ble    of    which    is   h;s   just    bcin<.'   still    with    us.    This    is    his    fiftieth 
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year  of  continuous  service  —  and  the  School  is  just  coming  up  to  its 
sixLieth  anniversary.  The  School  is  full  —  two  hundred  and  fifty  boys  all 
told.  The  over-all  quality  of  the  School  is  of  high  standard  —  and  the 
spirit  —  spirited  and  good-humoured  —  so  far!  Academic  proficiency  is 
the  first  objective  but  the  Games  Field  is  reflecting  considerable  proficiency 
too.  The  whole  Middle  and  Upper  School  is  playing  Football:  three  School 
Teams  and  a  Four-Team  Intramural  League.  It  is  expected  that  the  new 
Track  will  be  constructed  this  Fall  and  be  ready  for  action  in  the  Spring 
Term.  It  is  to  be  located  west  of  the  Macdonald  House  Playing  Fields. 
Apart  from  the  arrival  of  Jack  Armitage,  a  former  East  York  Public  School 
Teacher,  who  is  replacing  Jim  Morrison  in  Mac  House,  the  Staff  is  intact 
after  a  long,  hard  summer  and  looking  forward  to  meeting  O.B's  at  all 
times.
